Dr A. P. Wilder, on boing interviowed | 


on Mr Taft's choloo of Soorotary of State 
mid :—Philandor Chase Knox, who will 
succeed Elihu Boot and John Hay, and, far- 
ther back, Webster, Clay, Seward, Bayard, 
and an unbroken line ‘of the finest legal 
ability, dignity. and charscter, in this tha 
fitat office in the Cabinet, ‘is. man of fifty- 
five years of age, in the zenith of; his 
powers. He was unknown as & national 
figure until seven years ago when Presi: 
dent’ MoKinley appointed him Attorney 
General. He held this post for thrés 
years and then entered the United States 
Senate. Senator Knor is #« Republican 
from Pennsylvania, the state of coal and 
the iron industry, devoted to the tariff, the 
atate of Philadelphia, the second largest 
city in the country, and of wealthy, busy 
Pibtebarg. Like many successfal public 
men in the United States, he was born in 


a small place in that atate, His people 
wero not poor but wore by no means pro- 


minent, His father was # country banker. 
He groduated from a. country college’ and 
.f began the practice of law in. Pittabarg, 
being: admitted at the age of 22. 

Twenty yesrs later ho was elected Pre- 
sident- of the Pennsylvania Bar Associa. 
tion, which setokons the highest standing 
io his profession in that atate. 

Senator Knox is « man of small height, 
with » smooth strong face, a man of dignity 
but without affectations. Ho is always 
faultlesely dressed. He is one who would 
attract attention in any company. As with 
moat lawyers of dominant quality, the large 
affairs and large fees’ of corporate practice 
interested bim., The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road is the largest industry of that state 
and it’ was among his clients. When 
earlior he waa appointed Attorney General, 
the usual ery of corporation lawyer, was 
rained by the champions of the ‘*massea’ 
but much to their surprise the Pittsburg 
lawyer who knew the ins and outs of these 
mothods as but fow legally trained men of 
the nation did, proved equal to hoth sides 
of the game. McKinley died and Presidont 
Roosevelt, began his splendid work com- 
pelling organized capital to keop within 
the law, and it’ was largely the knowledge 
and the’ cleverness of his prosecuting 
officer that scored some of the conspicuous 
victories of tho first Roosevelt sdministra- 
tion. . Mr Knox went into the Senate 
three ' years Iater and’ here ho soon 
took his place’ as a leader, together 
with Spooner, as 4 constitutional ox.

In the last prosidential compaign ho was 
offered by his friends but it is doubtful if

successful in a plebiscite. Calm, intel- 
lectually strong, accustomed to lead, first 
of all a jurist and advocate in the largest 
concerns, ‘8° subtle natare rather ‘than 
transparent, it is doubtful if‘he- has the 
magnetic quality so desirable in a ‘vote 
getter,” It is fortunate in representative 
goverumont.that ability can obtain advant- 
Age ground by appointment as well os by 
popular election. It would be misleading, 
however, to represent the new Secretary of 
State us cold and forbidding. Ho has « 
courteous way, there is humor in him; but 
his. best. work is done in grappling 
with fundamental principles and in -co- 
operation, nob, with s crowd but with 
his equals, As with all men whom 
Rousevelt. aud: Taft have drawn about 
them in high ‘posts, Senator Knox is 
a man of blamelow life oud a 
finished gentleman, ' The choicest porsonal 
qualities, entreached in skilled legal attain- 
ments of the first rank, reinforced by o 
certain quiet shrewdness, seem’ to me 
frankly to denote the intellectual and 
personal make-up of the man. The post 
is a most difficult one to fill for the incum- 
bent becomes in a, sense a. world figure 
and his equipment must he on broad 
linos, Among a people of many millions, 
in any ‘country, and’ with no lack of
